Her Shrieks WKen Upon the Scaffold Heard 
Blocks Away—Demeanor of the Con- 
demned During the Death Watch 
Flowers Sent by Her Daughter, Who 
‘Has. Received a Life Sentence — The 
. History of the Crime for Which She 

Was Hanged. ea 
Herkimer, N. V., Feb. 28.—[Special.]— 

Mrs. Roxalina Druse was hanged in ‘the jail 

here at 12 o’clock today for the murder of her 

husband Dec. 18, 1881. Sne slept little during 
thé night, ana did not retire until midnight. 

When she did sleep her mutterings indicated 

acute mental torture. At short intervals dur- 

ing the balance of the night Mrs. Druse 
would jump up and nervously resume her. 


and appeared to find relief in the occupation. 
Some flowers, accompanying a letter from her 
daughter Mary, who is confined in the 
Onondaga Penitentiary at Syracuse for life, 
which were brought to hef last night, seemed 
to affect her deeply. She wrote a touching 
letter to Mary in reply. Her bearing. as a 
whole was resolute, and her resignation to 
the inevitable appeared to increase as the 
night wore on. Her fear of approaching 


death was made apparent by occasional ex- } 


clamations of despair. At last. finding it im- 
possibie to sleep, she arose, bathed her face, 
and began making preparations for the or- 
deal. After putting on a black cashmere 
dress the murderess sat down to breakfast 
but could not eat. The Rev. Dr. Powell, her 
spiritual adviser, joined her and prayed with 
her. Hymns were sung, and her voice ap- 


peared strong and clear. 

At 11:15, a. m. the jurors, deputies, and 
other persons‘appointed to witness the exe- 
cution were led up-stairs to the ceil of the 
condemned woman oe Deputy-Sheriff Bartley 
Mannion. The death warrant was read in 
her cell by Sheriff Cook, and Dr. Suter, who

Just 
before the march to the scaffold was begun 
her pulse increased to ninety, but Dr. Powell 
said she would bear herself well and.would 
need, no assistance.

The crowd ut the court-house 
was orderly. At 11:42 Sirs. Druse and the 
Rev. Dr. Powell knelt on the floor of the 
scaffold under the nvose, Mrs. Druse holding 
her daughter’s bouquet. She closed her eyes,

and left the jail yard, declining to witness 
the execution. Mrs. se’s feet and hands 
were pinioned and all other customary prep- 
araticns made, during which the wretched 
woman moaned, cried, and finally shmeked 
so loud that her voice was heard in the street 
adjoining the jail yard.

FLAMES ON A NEW YORK PIER. 


A Fire Damage Suit. 

New York, Feb. 28.—At 6:25 o’clock this 
morning fire broke out on pier No. 37, North 
River, owned by the Morgan Line Steamship 
Company, and used as a discharging pier for 
freight. The. total loss ‘will be between 
$350,000 and $400,000. The fire orign- 
nated on board the lighter Lorena, 
which was moored at the extreme end 


A Large Amount of Prepeces ee 


of the dock. The watchman saw the smoke 


issuing from the centre of a pile of cotton on 


the Lorena, and before he reached the alarm- | 


box the cotton on board the lighter was 
blazing furiously and dense clouds of smoke 
were blown into the sheds. By the time thé 
firemen arrived the pier was ablaze. _— 

On the north side of the pier was the 
steamer Lone Star and on the south side 
was the steamer City of New York.: Between 
the Stonington pier on the south side and 
the Guion Line pier on the north side there 
were moored eight lighters loaded with cot- 
ton. The wind was blowing a furious gale 


and the blaze was beating down on the 
steamer Lone Star, and it was only a few 
minutes before she was afire. The flre-patrol 
boat made sevéral attempts to get the 
steamer out from the fire. It was low 
tide and she was grounded. Three tugs 
helped the patrol, and at last the Lone Star 
was towed out into the river aud streams of 
water were played on her. She was towed 
over to the Guttenberg shore. She is almost 
totally destroyed. he was built about 
twelve years ago, and cost $225,000. The loss 
on her will probably be about $100,000. . Henry 
Wiatt was taken from the steamer Lone Star 
in an insensible condition. On the dock were 
1,500 bales of cotton and on the eight barges 
2,500 bales, making in all about 4.000 bales. 

In all 3,640 bales of cotton were destroyed, 
worth $160,000. Three thousand bales of this 
was through cotton destined for exportation 
and insured by the shippers. Six lighters in 
all were fired and all were practi de- 
stroyed before the flames were extingtisted. 
The pier occupied by the Mo | Lige was 
owned by the city. It was totally destroyed. 
Loss, $75,000.

makes an ordeal for the prosecuting witness 
which practically amounts to intimidation. And 
in this class of cases so much depends upon the 
man who fills the Justice chair. 

The whole case is in his hands. and if he 
desires to favor the accused he reviews the evi- 
dence in a light unfavorable to the prosecution 
and discharges the accused. We have had cases 
in which we believe political influences have 
governed the Justices. We have had gases in 
which sympathy with vice seemingly decided 
the question. We have had cases in which 
the attorney for the accused controlled the 
Justice, an’ it was deemed impossible to 
secure a fair hearing before him. The 
statute makes the Justice examining magis- 
trate in such cases, and yet it was only recently, 
when such a case came before one of our Jus- 
tices, and the poor complainant appeared with- 
out an attorney while the accused had one, that 
the Justice remarked he wished the complainant 
to have an attorney, since it might seem that his 
sympathies were with one side, owing to the fact 
that he would have to put questions for that side. 

In conclusion the agency asks that the

THE COMMISSIONER'S REPORT,**: | 


What He Has to-Say of Convict Labor—A 
Strike in Cleveland, 

Wasuinoeton, D. C., Feb. 28.—Carroll D. 
Wright, Commissioner of Labor, has submitted 
te the Secretary of the Interior his second annual 
report, which relates entirely to the subject of 
Reonvict labor. It says that the prison population 
of 64,609 has a proportion of one in 1,000 to the 
population of the United States. Whatever com- 
petition. considering the country at large, which 
comes from convict labor in any form must 
come from this one convict in 1,000 of the 
population—not the proportion of those engaged 
in mechanical pursuits in the whole country, 
which is abopt one. convict to every fifty per- 
sons so employed. The United States prisoners 
includedin the above estimate number 1,240, 


and they are distributed through the different 


States. The industry employing the greatest 
number is that of boots and shoes, the manu- 
facture of clothing standing next, then stone- 
dressing, then farming. gardening, furniture, min- 
ing, lumber, and carpéetingin the order named. 
The total product of all penal institutions is 


54-100 of 1 per cent of the total products of the 


industries of the eountry. 

The report states it is perfectly evident 
from information obtained that the competition 
arising from the employmentof convicts, as far 
as the whole country is concerned. would not of 
itself constitute a question worthy of serious dis- 
cussion: however, locally and in certain indus- 
tries, says the report, the competition may be se- 
rious and of such provortions as to claim the 
most serious attention of Legislatures. The 
Commissioner concludes that the system of hand- 
labor, if introduced into the prisons, would re- 
duce competition with free labor to the mini- 
mum. 

CLEVELAND, O., Feb. %8.—The 1.000 employés 
at the Britton Iron and Steel Works have had 
their wages increased from 10 te 15 per cent.

THE ELECTION-FRAUD CASE. 


Judge Gresham Discharges Perkins, Con- 
fined for Contempt of Court. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 28.—[Special.|— 
Judge Gresham in the United. States Circuit 
Court today delivered his long-expected de- 
cision in the Perkins contempt case, 1eleas- 
ing the prisoner, Samuel R. Perkins, who was 
commétted to jail by United States Commis- 
sioner W. A. Van Buren for contempt in re- 
fusing to téstéfy in the proceedings iustituted 
before him agiinst several Dempcratie 
politicians whb are charged with con- 
spiring to defraud. two of the Repub- 
lican engiates on, the county ticket at 
the election. last mber by procurin 
for returns of the votes to be canvassed. 
Perkins questioned the jurisdiction of the 
court and appealed to Judge Woods of the 
District Court. He, following the ruling of 
Judge Blodgett of Chi in the Mackin 
case, held that the Federal judiciary had con- 
trol of all questions arising out of an election 
of which a Congressman was voted for, and 
sustained the Commissioner. The decision 
was long and confined to the question of 
jurisdiction. Judge Gresham says: 
„Congress may enact statutes to secure the 
rotection and purity of the elections for 


the laws of the States so far as they relate to 
the election of Congressional Representatives. 
and thus and to that extent muke the State 


‘go no further. It does not follow that be- 
cause Congress can legislate for the protec- 
tion of elections for Representatives in Con- 
gress it assume full control of 
all elections at which such Representatives 
are chosen in conjunction with State and 
county officers. The mere fact that a Repre- 
sentative in Congress is voted for at an elec- 
tion of State and county officers does not 
authorize Congress to regulate such election 
in matters which in no wise relate to or affect 
the result so far as it concerns the United 
States. It has no more right to regulate the 
election of county and State officers under 
those circumstances than it would have if no 
Representative in Congress were voted for. 
And it has not attempted to do so. 

„The jurisdiction of the Federal courts in 


altogether upon something having been done 
or omitted which has affected or might affect 
the result of the election of a Representative 
in Congress. The facts stated in the affida- 
vit show that the result of the election was 
not affected unless it was by the mutilation 
ef the tally papers sclely and exclusively in 
the statements of the vote for Coroner and 
Criminal Judge. Such an offense is no crime 
against tne United States. As to the power 
of the Commissioner, Judge Gresham says it 
is nowhere conferred. It is a stretch of lan- 
guage to say that the punishment of a wit- 
ness for contempt by a Commissioner is ‘a 
necessary part of the usual mode of process 
against offenders.’ The assumption that a 
Commissioner holds court is unsound and 
misleading.”

Youaskaman what 
the chances are for renomination, and 
what is the answer? Invariably it is against 
the present man. If in all the crowd that 
drifts in and out of the Capital City one 
could find a handful of men thoroughly sat- 
isfiea, or could say the men at home were, 
then the people nere would begin to think 
verhaps after all the croakers. are talking;

FATE OF BOSTON CORBETT. 


‘The Last Chapter of a Series of Startling 


Tragedies. 

St. Joseph Herald: The incarceration of 
Boston Corbett in the Topeka Insane Asylum 
ends the public career of all that circle of 
notable people that were so closely identified 
with the history of the awful tragedy enacted 
in Washington the evening of April 14, 1865, 
when President Lincoln and his wife and 
Maj. Henry Rathbone and his step-sister, 
Miss Clara Harris, occupied a box at Ford’s 
Theatre in Washington. President Lincoln 
was that night assasinated by. J. Wilkes 
Booth during the play then )eing produced, 
called Our American Cousin.“ he assa- 
sin attempted to escape, but was followed 
and compelled to take refuge in a,barn, 
where he was surrounded by troops and 
the barn set on fire. While the flames 
were rapidly approaching the cowering 
form of the crippled actor he was shot 
dead by one of the troops named Boston Cor- 
bett. is Corbett was a Sergeant, and for 
having disobeyed the order not to shoot 
Booth, Col. Conger, who was in charge of 
the troops, declared that he should be taken 
back to Washington under arrest, buc no 
record can be found to the effect that this 
declaration was ever carried into effect, and 
Corbett went unpunished. 

Mrs. Lincoln afterwards became insane, 
and died some years ago. 

The other two occupants of the box at 
Ford’s Theatre afterward married. Maj. 
Rathbone was the son of Mrs. Rathbone of 
Albany, by her first husband, and Clara Har- 
ris was the dahghter of Ira Harris, United 
States Senator from New York, by his first 
wife. The surviving parents married, mak- 
ing Maj. Rathbone ana Miss Clara Harris 
step-brother and stepsister. For some 
years Mr. and Mrs. Rathbone lived happily 
together, and children came to bless their 
home. But the awful scenes of that eventful 
night so-shocked the nerves of Maj. Rath- 
bone that they never recovered. It will be 
remembered that he endeavored to prevent 
the fata: shot fired by the actor, and was 
himself wounded in the arm by a dagger in 
the hands of Booth. Although a young man, 
Maj. Rathbone became depressed in spirits, 
and after his marriage he continued o grow 
more despondent, until the family went 
abroad in the vain hope that he might recover 
from the shock he had experienced, Shortly 
afterward,’ however, the newscame to Amer- 
ica that M&j. Rathbone had killed the wife 
he loved so well, having reénacted-the scenes 
of the Washington tragedy, using first a 
knife, as Booth had adagger, and then a 
pistol. The unfortunate man now languishes 
in a madhouse in Germany. . 5 

The closing scene in this strange, eventful 
story was, the election of Boston Corbett as 
assistant doorkeeper of the Kansas House of 
Representatives, his action in adjourning 
that august body by drawing his revolver on 
the Speaker, and his incarceration in the To- 
peka Insane Asylum, where he is at present 
confined, a hopeless wreck mentally and 
yhysicaily. The shooting of Booth has long 

n a ghastly spectacle before his eves, in 
his waking‘and sleeping hours, until reason 
deserted the throne so haunted by the scenes 
of that dark night when he had ‘killed the as- 
sasin of President Lincoln, without excuse or 
provocation, and against orders. 

Thus, with the assasination of Mr. Lincoin, 
a tragedy itself without parallel, sprang into 
prominence the names of five other persons, 
all destined to fates so awful that. there 
probably never has been or ever will be re- 
corded a like counterpart.

This Monopoly, a Branch of the Standard 
Oil Company, Suffers Loss Through the 
Alleged Formation of a Rival Concern 
by Armour—A Peculiar Point Raised in 
the Trial of “ Boodler” Cleary—The 
Paine Will Case—A Meeting for Tene- 
ment-House Reform. 1 
NEw ,YORK, Feb. 8.— [Special.] — The sensa- 
tional feature in Wall street today was a big 
slump in Cotton Oil Trust certificates. This 
prominent outside stock is a creation of the 
Standard Oil interest, and has been showing 
symptoms of a bad break. How much of it there 
is afloat there are no means of telling, but every 
new mill the company takes in means more stock 
created. The multiplication of such mills may 
go on indefinitly, for the builder knows that the 
company must buy him out, and under the Inter- 


Oil Company crushed its rivals and built up its 
monopoly. The price of the certificates was 
high not long ago, but for nearly a week it has 
been heavy. The sharp decline. predicted was 
caused by weak holders of long stock making a 
stampede on the publié announcement that a 
rival company had been formed by “Phil” 
Armour of. Chicago, a Philadelphian, and 
tne Olivers. It was reported that the 
capital stock would be . 009,000, and if 
necessary 610,000,000; that about thirty large 
mills would be constructed throughout the cot- 
ton beltand equipped with the most improved 
machinery for the manufacture of oil. On this 
report the heavy market broke and‘fell like a 
brick wall suddenly undermined. The closing 
price Saturday was 57%. The opening today was 
54. Nineteen hundred shares thrown in caused a 
further drop to 48%. Rock bottom was struck at 


47%. Subsequently a reaction occurred, and the 


closing figure was 51. 

About 24.000 shares were sold during the day, 
the sales being principally by C. G. Hudson & Co. 
and Jameson, Smith & Cotton. The largest 
block was 1,300, at 50. Mr. Hudson was asked 
about the cause for the break. He offered to bet 
$100 to 825 that there was not a grain of truth in 
the reported formation of a rival company. “A 
month ago,“ he said, there was talk of a small 
rival, and the . — of that exploded chest- 
nut with the unfounded statement that millions 
were behind it brought about the collapse.“ The 
street generally placed no confidence in the 
story for the reason that the old company con- 
trols 6 per cent of the milis. The secret of the 
break is said to lie in the fact that Armour was a 
bear on the cotton-seed oil market. Though 
some members of the Stock Exchange were long 
#10,000 worth of certificates, no failures followed 
the break, owing to the quick response to calis 
for margins. | 

ARMOUR HEADS THE ENTERPRISE. 

A dispatch from Galveston, Tex., says: 

In an interview this afternoon P. D. Armour, 
the well-known Chicago packer, stated thata 
company would be organized next week in Chica- 
go with several million dollars capital for the 
purpose of immediately erecting throughout the 
South twelve gigantic cotton-seed oil-mills. Mr: 
Armour and his partners will hoid a controlling 
interest in the big company. The associate 
stockholders will comprise about all the leading 
soup manufacturers in the United States. The 
entire output of oil from the mills will 
be taken by the stockholders and utilized in 
their factories and lard-rendering establish- 
ments. Mr. Armour stated that his firm alone 
consumed one-fifth of the present output of cot- 
ton-seed oil. The new enterprise was brought 
bout primarily by the competing attitude as- 
sumed by the American Cotton-Oil Trust Com- 
pany toward Armour & Co. and other lard manu- 
fagturers. The Oil Trust Company some time 
ago purchased the rendering establishments of 
Fairbank & Co. and Washington; Butcher's Sons 
at Chicago. This entrance of an oil company 
into the domain of pork and lard now culminates 
in the formation of this gigantic competiug cor- 
poration in the cotton-oil business.“

mwWe have caused. the petitions ygéisking the 
board to submit city organization ote at the 
next election, presented at its last Meeting, to be 
carefgehypernmhined: With the petitions as pre- 
sented was an affidavit by Mr. Wilson stating that 
they contained 686 names, being more than one- 
eighth of tie legal voters voting at the last pre- 
ceding mffhicipal election, the numberof such 
voters being stated at 5,332. It was urged by 
Mr. Banning that the board should immediately 
act upon this affidavit asconclusive. The impro- 
riety of the suggestion, sufficiently manifest in 
tself, is only emphasized by the result of subse- 
quent examination conducted under the super- 
vision Of Mr. Wilson, the affiant. 

Giving the petitioners the benefit of every 
doubt, counting many names which have evident- 
ly been signed by one and the same person, 
counting also many names where the addresses 
do not at all correspond even as to 

recincts with those given by the electors at the 

ast election, and giving the petitioners the bene- 

fit of every name which can by any possibility be 
construed as that ofa ‘legal voter voting at the 
last preceding municipal election,’ the petitions 
are found to contain only 650 names, all told. Of 
the 686 names checked off and sworn to in Mr. 
- Wilson's affidavit seventy-one were found to have 
been improperly counted. But your.committee 
have in turn added thirty-five names which ap- 
peared to have been erroneously omitted in his 
sworn count. 

The law clearly requires such petition to be 
signed by ‘one-eighth of the legal voters voting 
at the last preceding municipal election.’ The 
petitions do not, on their face, purport to be so 
signed, and examination shows that they are not 
so signed in fact. But, inasmuch as the petitions 
presented do not meet the requirements of the 
law, the Board of Trustees have therefore no au- 
thority to submit the question of city organiza- 
tion to a vote. The committee recommend that 
the . petitions be placed on file without action. 
There is no great popular demand for the sub- 
mission of this question to be. voted on a second 
time. It is only two years since city organiza- 
tion was voted down by an overwhelming ma- 
jority.

tions very carefully, and not subject the village to 
the expense of another vote upon the subject at 
this time unless satisfied that the conditions of 
the law have been fully complied with.” 

After considerably more urging on the part of 
the promoters of the scheme President Peirce 
stated that the report would be luid over and the 
additional names handed in by Mr. Banning re- 
ferred to the Judiciary Committee.

MONEY TO AID THE CONDEMNED REDS. 


The Committee Appeals for $13,000 More— | 
, The Date of the Trial. | 

The committee that was appointed some time 
ago to raise funds for the condemned Anarchists 
has issued a circular calling on sympathizers 
with the Reds for’ Uberal contributions. Of the 
$20,000 already subscribed all but $2,000 has been 
expended, and at least $13,000 more is wanted to 
pay the expenses of a new trial if one is granted 
by the Supreme Court. The circular says: 

“It must be borne in mind that. we have to 
face a prosecution which has at its command the 
assistance of the entire police and detective 
force of the City of Chicago, which is practically 
unlimited in its pecuniary resources, and which, 
moreover, does not shrink from using this 
machinery for purposes unprecedented in the 


annals of criminal trials. Remember the 
vast amount of manufactured evidence, 
the, testimony of informers, obtained 
through the high pressure of the 


sweat-box, intimidation, bulldozing, promise of 
reward, hard cash, etc. Remember the outrage- 
ous conduct of the officers of the law, who boast- 
ed that they were managing the case against the 
Anarchists and. were summoning only such men 
as jurors who would hang them certain as death! 
Remember the spiriting away of witnesses for 
the defense, who were in a position to ex the 
prosecution and lay bare the tissue of fuisehood 
of certain of its evidence, the villany practiced 
against the rights and lives of the defendants.”

A MISCONCEIVED, RUINOUS POLICY. 

According to any fair basis of comparison 
labor has been better paid and more generally 
employed in Chicago for a quarter of a cent- 
ury past, and down to the present time, than 
in any other great city in the world. Work, 
hours, rent, eoal, and cost of living considered, 
wages have been and are now higher here 


than in any other great industrial centre in 
Christendom. Why has this been so! Largely 


because the unequaled situation of Chicago 
as a commercial shipping point and a base of 
supply for a rapidly developing section of 
country has enabled its merchants and man- 
ufacturers to deal with many States and dis- 


tant foreign nations and employ the profits 


so won in enlarginc the trade of the city, 
stimulating its development, and making it 
the best labor market on the face of the 
globe. But for intemperance and improvi- 
dence the wageworkers of Chicago would to- 
day enjoy a larger measure of the comforts 
and necessaries of life than the same class 
in any other city on the earth, 

But other causes than advantage of loca- 
tion have contributed to make Chicago the 
highest wage-paying city in the world, and 
her growth the marvel of the time. Undera 
free Constitution and enlightened laws the 
right of private property has been protected, 
freedom of contract between man and man 
securéd, and labor and capital encouraged 
to put forth their best united efforts. Yet in 
the face of the results attained by combining 
the efforts of all classes and coworkers, and 
giving e the largest possible scope and 
freedom of action, a portion of the workmen 
of the city have organized a class politica) 
party in oath-bound secret lodges, with a 
view of dominating the municipality in the 
supposed exclusive interest of their part of 
the wage-workers, although this cannot be 
done without checking the free play of indus- 
tria) forces and destroying the conditions 
which have produced the marvelous growth 


of Chicago and the enormous demand for 


labor. 
The chief error of the so-called “ United 
Labor party” is in assuming that the profits 


ot capital are so much taken from the earn- 


ings of workmen. Not so. The profits of 
capital and the wages of labor in this city 
come ultimately from the same source and 
are paid by the distant consumers who pur- 
chase their supplies of goods or produce in 
the Chicago market. The capitalists and 
workmen of Chicago have in a sense entered 
into an alliance to obtain the largest possible 
gains by supplying outside and distant mar- 
kets and dividing the earnings between them- 
selves in the form of wages and profits, labor 
receiving an assured and capital a contingent 
share. Without the assistance of immense 
amounts of capital workmen could not reach 
these purchasers and consumers of Chicago 
goods and merchandise—could not obtain 
these earnings at all. Nor is it true 
that capital exacts a disproportionate 
share of the joint earnings accruing from 
dealing with surrounding States and peoples. 
Some Chicago employers make large profits, 
some secure small returns, others none, and 
still others run at a loss at times, but all 
must pay the high Chicago wage rate so long 
as they continue in business at all. This 
demonstrates, psc that the profits do 
not come out o The Ohicago manu- 
facturing emple 
tant customers must secure enough to pay 
his employés the highest rate of wages known 
anywhere, and whether he can then procure 
anything for himself after all other costs and 
expenses are satisfied will depend on his ex- 
perience, energy, ability, and opportunities. 
Accordingly the employés are directly inter- 
ested in the success of the employer and are 


benefited whenever he can make his custom 


ers contribute to the prosperity of the busi- 
ness and increase its capacity to pay high 
wages and employ more labor. Profits do 
not come out of wages, but in any competitive 
busimess constitute the possible share the 
employer may secure over and above the 
fixed share due to labor. . 

To break up the industrial alliance between 
workmen and employers in the manner pro- 
posed by the United Labor party could only 
prove ruinous. Supposing the various schemes 
to unsettle the value and security of property 
and tax property-owners for the exclusive 
benefit of a single class of the community 
could be carried into effect, the only result 
would be to drive capital from the city and 
close the present sources of wages and em- 
ployment. If a city could be governed in the 
supposed class interest of workmen they 
alone would be left to inhabit it. 
or corporate property could be specially taxed, 
burdened, or practically confiscated, capital- 
ists would soon remove their investments to 
other and more hospitäble places. With the 
doctrines of the United Labor ty once 
established, corporate IAN be 
surrendered and the property removed else- 
where, banks, stores, and factories closed as 
by magic, and in twelve months Chicago 
would not contain a population of 100,000, and 
‘few of those remaining would be in a situa- 
tion to pay wages or furnish any employment 
whatever. Sober-minded, thinking workmen 
should not be misled by the glittering, delu- 
sive fallacies of the United Labor party. 
These doctrines are only Socialism in dis- 
guise, and if once adopted would prove ruin- 
ous to every class of the community and bear 
heaviest on wageworkers themselves. 


THE BUCKET-SHOP QUESTION. 
The Commercial Club of this city devoted 


its attention at the danquet of last Saturday 


evening to a discussion of the bucket-shop 
problem. The matter was ably handled, but 
it is due to the truth of history to call atten- 
tion to the fact that all the arguments were 
presented by members of our Board of Trade. 
Hence it may be taken for granted that they 
were all on one side, and that in opposition to 
the bucket-shop. Whether or not the other 
side of the subject would have been as ably 
argued had the friends of thase institutions 
been invited is another question. 

Probably, however, it may be answered in 
the negative. About the only apology or ex- 
cuse ever heard from those who invite the 


public to confide in their slop-bucket is 


_couched in the phrase, You are another.” 
That is, they claim that the business of the 
Board of Trade is mostly gambling, and no 
better than their own. They assume and as- 
sert that the trading on Change is of the 
risky order, with no other redeeming features 
than those which may be supposed to be pre- 
sented by a cask in contrast with a bucket, 
as offering larger opportunities for gain or 
loss. But this plea is urged so persistently 
that it has apparently gained a favorable 


hearing with a large number of those whose 


sympathies and instincts lean in the direc- 
fion of good morals. It is even being pleaded 
at Springfield, as it has been in other State 
Capitais, in the hope of preventing the law- 
makers from acceding to requests to declare 
the one illegal while permitting the other. 
There is, however, an essential difference 
between the two which not se ought not to

R 
necessitate a long discussion about the mean- 
ings of terms in order to decide whether or 
not the business on ‘Change is more or less 
gambling, but no one can successfully dis- 
pute the assertion that it takes care of and 
markets each year some $400,000,000 worth of 
produce as it passes between the producer 
and consumer, and very often carries a large 
part of that property for several months, 
‘from the time one of those parties wants to 
sell it to that at which the other wishes to 
buy it, while the bueket-shops do noth- 
ing but bet on the prices. It is oily 
necessary to point to the sixty-odd 
million bushels. of wheat that have formed. 
the visible supply“ all through this winter, 
and the vast quantities of other produce that 
are normally carried in stock for so long, to 
see that some agency is required to -perform. 
so important a service. That agency is in- 
disputably the Board of Trade, and with 
equal certainty it is not the bucket-shop. 
Furthermore, it may be stated in justification 
of what is sometimes ulleged to be gambling 
on the board that no farmer could sell his 
produce for future delivery in any shape un- 
less some one be willing to assume the risk 
of caring for it, and nobody cares to under- 
take that risk without at least the hope of a 
profit. It follows that some of this kind of 
trading is absolutely necessary to the conduct 
of business at both ends of the line in any- 
thing Uke its present shape, and if, occa- 
sionally there be a little too much of it the 
fact no more proves the whole thing to be 
wrong than would an act of gluttony estab- 
lish itas our duty to cease altogether from 
the use of food. 

We repeat that the so-called trading” in 
the bucket-shop does not aid in the move - 
ment of produce, and, therefore, has no 
right to be classed with the other. On the 
contrary, it belongs te the domain of the 
pool-room and the faro bank, where souls go 
down to perdition amid the false excitement 
which attends the hope of being able to win 
the money of another without earning it by 
the performance of a service. A reference 
to the last-named point furnishes the crucial 
test by which one may judge di the weight of 
a claim to be allowed to exist. The trader 
in the bucket-shop performs no service. He 
earns nothing. His gains, if there be any, 
are simply taken out of the pocket of another 
man and part of them pué into his own, while 
the rest is apt to be squandered in dissipa- 
tion. It is not only demoralizing but abso- 
lutely useless—as useless as the louse ona 
head. The bucket-shop should go. 


THOSE “ DEMANDS.” 

Among the demands formulated by the 
Socialistic Morgan of Hyde Park for the 
secret-lodge workingmen of Chicago are the 
following: (1) Taxation to the full limit of 
the law of all unoccupied lots; (2) the redis- 
tricting of the city on the basis gf population, 
alien as well as citizen; (8) the election of 
the City Council on the minority’ plan; 
(4) that every child of school age shall have 
ample and healthful school accommodation; 
(5) that no public property shall be sold 
to private individuals or corporations. 
This last-mentioned demand refers to the 
proposition. to sell the piece of school-fund 
property fronting on the river south of Har- 
rison street for $650,000, ¢ of which is leased, 
some of it for fifty years, other parts for ten 
years, others for twenty-three years, and 
all yielaing but $16,000 annual rent; whereas 
the proposition for sale is $50,000 of annual 
interest and $650,000 payment of principal at 
the end of the halt century. 

But this is comparatively of little inipor- 
tance. The other demands “ will attract 
most attenffon. The first one will aupear 
strange as emänating from the alleged rep- 
resentatives of industrious., worklpgmen, 
whose first thought concerning the use of 
their surplus earnings. is to invest it in a lot 
with a view to the erection thereof of a fut- 
ure home. There are probably 20,000 arti- 
sans and mechanics in Chicago who own. 
such lots now or who have partly paid for 
them. To assess such lots at their full value 
would amount to confiscation of the savings 
of the owners for the benetit of boodlers and 
taxeaters of the city. The owners, save ina 
comparatively few instances; cannot build on 
the lots, though most of them have been 
hoarding to that end. It is probable there 
were 100 delegatés at the Labor Convention 
just in this predicament, yet they unthink- 
ingly swallowed Tommy Morgan’s nostrums. 
In reference to demand No. 2, it may be said 
for the information of the secret-lodge work- 
ingmen that there is on the statute-book now 
a law for redistricting the city on the basis of 
population, but it has been ignored by the 
representatives of the toiling' masses in 
the City Council. Every effort to give it 
effect has in fact been fought by those 
worthies. There is also a provision of the 
law which leaves it optional with the people 
of the city to elect Aldermen in accordance 
with the minority plan. Of course the secret- 
lodge men are ignorant of these facts. An- 
other fact which they also ignore is, that 
“here is ample school accommodation in the 
‘city now for every pupil who seeks admis- 
sion. In some digtricts—and in the very 
heart of the city, as in the Kinzie School 
district—there are several spare rooms. The 
Board of Education has been spending at the 
rate of $600,000 annually. to keep pace with 
the growth of the population of school age. 
Either through cunning or through ignorance 
Morgan and the other walking delegates 
have been making demands“ that have 
been already complied with. ‘Those de- 
mands “ that have not been are ridiculous or 
absurd. 


THE ‘HOUSE NAVAL APPROPRIATION. 
The House has finally takeu a step forward 
in the matter of National defense by passing 
the Thomas bill, as amended by Mr. Sayers, 
providing for an increase of the navy. Under 
this measure seven more vessels are called 
for—two swift, double-bottomed, 4, 000-ton 
cruisers, four 1,700-ton cruisers, and one 
swift torpedo boat. Should the Senate con- 
firm this action of the Hous? the new navy 
would consist of twenty-seven vessels con- 
structed on modern principles—viz.; the five 
monitor iron-clads, now in process of altera- 
tion and repair (provided Secretary Whitney 
allows them to be finished); four cruisers, 
the Dolphin, Boston, Chicago, and Atlanta, 
which are all afloat, authorized by the act of 
1883; the four 6,000-ton cruisers, act of 
1885; the six.cruisers, act of 1886; and 
the seven vessels provided for by the 
Thomas bill. This, at least, is a beginning in 
the right direction, though the Thomas bill 
does not provide for dynamite cruisers armed 
in accordance with the designs submitted by 
Zalinski for his pneumatic’ dynamite guns.

the addition of dynamite cruisers, and such 
an amendment ought not to stand in the way 
of favorable action by the House. In any 
event, itis probable that the House measure 
will pass the Senate, as it is much more in 
earnest about the National defenses than the 
former body, and the appropriation is not an 
extravagant one.

we shall not be compelled to submit 
any longer to outrages upon our shipping and 
flag because we have ueither forts nor yps- 
sels to resist them. What is necessary now 
is action. Our vessels can never take the 
offensive, nor can our coasts be defended, un- 
less something is done, and, as at best, that 
something will require much time, the two 
Houses should agree upon some measure, if it 
is only to make a start, Should our wretch- 
edly weak condition inyite attack, or should 
outrages continue, those members who stand 
in the way of ample appropriations for de- 
tense will be held responsible by the people, 
who are unanimously demanding that Con- 
gress shall place the Government in a post- 
tion to defend itself and stop foreign inso- 
lence and bulidazing. . 


f SOCIALISTIC THREATS. 

Should the Morgan-Schilling-Stauber com-

THE CHEAP STATE COAL ABSURDITY. 

The leaders of the Central Labor Union 
have met and solved the question of cheap 
coal—in their own estimation at least, which 
does not extend beyond their own nases, so 
far as sight and sense are concerned. The 
shallow and impracticable scheme which 
they have hatched takes the form of a bill 
which is to be laid before the Legislature by 
the Labor Representatives. It creates a

Other provisions 
of the bill give the Commissioners power to man- 
age the mines and sell the coal at cost price to 
consumers within the State, and the bill con- 
cludes thus: All moneys needed to carry this 
act into effect shall be paid out of the State 
Treusury.“ 


Suppose that the Legislature should in- 
dorse this absurd project, if it finds that it 
has constitutional authority to do so, the 
Commissioners would then condemn all the 
coal pits in Illinois, of which there are sev- 
eral hundred, which have\an annual output 
of between twelve and fifteen million tons. 
It is difficult to estimate the value of the

coal land and the plants, such as buildings, 


machinery, side-tracks, etc., but it is safe to 
say that to get possession of them all would 
eat up atleast 20 millions. How are they to 
be paid for? The bill says all moneys need- 
ed ta carry this act into effect shall be paid 
out of the State Treasury.“ There is nota 
dollar in the State Treasury that is not al- 
ready appropriated or pledged. There is not 
a dollar that can get into it except by in- 
creased taxation. Hence, the sum of 20 mill-

fix upon them. 

After making the levy and obtaining the 
money by taxation, then the coal-mines 
would be operated by such fellows as Mor- 
gan, Schilling, Nelson, Gruenhut, Engel, and 
the jail Anarchists, if they were at liberty at 
that time, aided by such advisers as Grott- 
kau, Currlin, and Mrs. Parsons. 

It is not difficult to foresee what the opera- 
tions of these fellows would be. Their very 
first move would be short work and big pav. 
For one-half or two-thirds as many hours of 
labor they would pay a price and a half or 
two prices. As the natural result; the price 
of Illinois coal to the consumers would 
not be less than twice what -it 1s 


‘costing now. Hence coal from surround- 


ing States would pour in here in enor- 
mous quantities. To stop this outside 
competition, the Labor Union State would 
have to set up the doctrine of State sover- 
eignty and levy a prohibitory tariff on all 
outside coal, and thus compel the people of 
the State to pay for dear coal. The scheme 
would also enable these fellows to carry out 
another of their purposes by inducing a mul- 
titude of foreign miners to pour in here and 
get the big prices paid for labor out of the 
pockets of the mechanics and farmers, who 
would bé charged two prices for their coal. 
There is another contingency which has not 
occur to these Socialistic leaders. After 


having seized all the coal mines, some of them 


half and some two-thirds worked out, there 
still remain in this State about 20,000 square 
miles of territory underlaid with coal. Un- 
less the owners of this area were prevented 
by force, all they would have to do would be 

sink shafts and set themselves to work 
mining coal and putting it on the market in 
brisk competition with the babor Union State 
dear coal. Even if this could be prevented, 
what would these fellows gain except to 
double up the pricéof Illinois soft coal, which 
is now sold here by the ton at 82 and by the 
quantity at still less figures, and in the 
country at yet lower prices, and thus 
increase its cost to the whole people! 
If this coal scheme could be carried out it 
would soon destroy all business and strike a 
deadly blow at the prosperity of the State, 
driving out its, factories to surrounding 
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States where they could get cheap coal. It 
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in managing the mines compared with 
Which the rascality of the Cook County 
crooks would’ be honest end straight. In 
gravely propounding such a scheme its au- 
thors have shown themselves ignorant of the 
fundamental of political economy, 
of the simplest ideas which govern business, 
and of simple common sense.

Selection of Aldermen. 

Next month the terms of eighteen members of 
the City Council expire. Of the retiring Alder- 
men thirteen are Republicans and five Demo- 
crats. The Republicans are Dixon, Drew, Weth- 
ereil, Weber, Revere, Simons, Hull, Lyke, 
Schack, Eisteldt, Severin, Linn, and Manierre. 
The Democrats who retire are Henry F. Sheri- 
dan, Appleton, Doerner, Redmond F.. Sheridan, 
and Mahoney. Henry F. Sheridan and Mahoney 
of the Democrats do not seek reélection, and it is 
understood that Hull and Severin on the Repub- 
lican side will not try to go back to the 
Council. This leaves fourteen who are willing to 
serve their constituents another term, and of 
these Dixon, Drew, Wetherell, Manierre, and 
Schack ought to be reélected and probably will 
be, though two of the number—Dixon and Drew 
—have been talked of for higher though not more 
responsible offices. Of the remaining nine few if 
any ought to be renominated or reélected. The 
Council proceedings will tell the reason why. If 
the votes of those gentiemen ‘on the price 
of gas, on the scavenger work, on the 
granting of tunnels to Yerkes and Weeks, 
on the Jackson street bridge and the 
snow ordinances, and on the other important 
measures which have come before the Council 
during the last year are looked up they will not:

not very clear. By politician Carter doubtless 
means statesman, because that is the proper 
name to apply to such men as Gladstone, Bis- 
marck, and Parnell, men who formulate great 
policies which influence the fate of nations or re- 
sult in great social and national reforms. 
The term politician as used im America 
is near skin to demagog. It means 
men like Mr. Harrison, who will 
resort to questionable means—even canvassing 
for the Devil's vote—to gain success.

Harrison has not ceased to be a politician is very 
evident from his concluding remarks that a Re- 
publican Mayor may use a dozen Bonfields in- 
stead of one, and a Gatling gun instead of 
bayonets.’

silver and gold. It could only be done by 


agreement between all the coin-using nations 
of the world. What chance was there of 
such an agreement being reached! They 
must advance very much more along the 
path of international concert before such 
an achievement could: be anything but specu- 

tion. 

Lord Salisbury’s remarks forecast that the 
report of the Currency Commission will be 
dead against bimetallism and in favor of the 


gold standard, leaving the relations of the 


values of the two metals to the operation of 
economic laws. ;

DEATHS FROM ZYMOTIC DISEASES. 


Dr. Tomlinson’s Table of Deaths of Chil- 
dren Under Five Years. 

Dr. William M. Tomlinson, Registrar of Vital 
Statistics, has prepared a tabulated and com- 
paxative record of the deaths from zymotic dis- 
eases, as well as the mortality from all causes, 
among children under 5 years and under 1 year 
during the last three years. This idea is new and 
important as a matter of public information, as 
these three phases of the vital statistics, em- 
bracing the great majority of deaths, indicate 
more exactly than all other facts, boasts, or fig- 


ures the real sanitary condition of acity. The 
report of last year states that the best criterion 
of the sanitary condition of a community is as- 
certained by showing the percentage of zymotic 
diseases and the number of deaths under 5 years 
of age, as compared with the total mortality.” 
Notwithsanding no 11 was made, Dr. Tom- 
linson’s table will, for the first time in the record 
of this or any other American city, be incor- 


porated in the Health Department's annual re-

Interesting Facts Relative to the Life-In- 
surance Business cs Shown in the Reporis 
for 1886. 5 . 

Favorable as were the results attained in 
the business of life- insurance during 1885 the 
figures now coming to hand show that they 
were far eclipsed by the enormous totals of 
the business done in 1886. There are some 
forty-four ‘life-insurance companies now en- 
gaged in business in the United States, and 
it is too early as yet to expect complete re- 
turns from all of them. The nearest ap- 
proach to anything yet furnished in the way 
of a complete exhibit for the year recently 
closed, and indeed the only exhibit so far as 
known to date which deals in aggregates and 
furnishes a comparison by companies as well 
as totals with previous years, is contained in 
the last issue of the Standard of Boston. 
Complete figures are furnished for thirty-six 
—ͤ—— rom which it appears that the 
total insurance written last year reached the 
stupendous sum of 857,270,628, as against 
totals of 8490, 973,063 for thirty-eight compa- 
nies during 1885 and-_$427,704,495 for the 
same number of companies during 1884, 
showing an increase in the business of 1886 
over that of 1885 of $96,207,565. No stronger 

f could 
ealthy, steady growth of regular life-insur- 

ance or its annually-increasing popularity, 
and that, too, in spite of the carping attacks 
of ante-mortem hat-passers, with their decep- 
tive catch- words, Cheap insurance,“ and in 
spite of the regularly recurring onslaughts 
of hostile law-makers in the several States. 
A glance at a record like this is sufficient to 
show that the masses have an unshaken be- 
lief in the institution of life-insurance and 
that the popgun attacks upon it, when viewed 
in the light of general resuits, are merely so 
mucb harmiess rattle. :

“ BOGUS” SERMONS, 


A “Country Editor's“ View of a Tricky 
Scheme—A Probable Boomerang. 


It is astonishing what tricks and subter- 


fuges some men will employ to bring their 


business into notoriety—men, too, from 
whose dignified: bearing in the ordinary 
walks in life one might suppose would be 


above any practices of deception.. Itis ex- 


pected that the circus. manager will misrep- 
resent in order to draw a large crowd to his 
show, who would feel, rather disappointed if 
they found everything in the tent as they 
saw. it described in the show-bill. But it has 
hardly been supposed necessary to carry the 
newspaper 
d especially into that depart- 
ment of it which pertains to the serv- 
of sermons to such of the readers 
as cannot attend the sermons personally and 
hear them from the pulpit on account of sick- 
ness or previous piscatorial engagements. 
Some recent developments, however, would 
seem to indicate that the mantle of the clown 
and gymnast had fallen on the shoulders of 
some of the Eastern journalistic profession, 
A large 
number of newspapers, as well as numerous 
business firms in all parts of the country, 
have lately received marked copies of a 7 
cial edition of a comparatively obscure Chi- 
cago daily paper, the marked article relatin 
to the matter of furnishing the sermons o 
the Rev. Dr. Talmage to the press, of the 
country. The pains taken to mail these spe- 
cial copies so widely throughout the country 
awakened curiosity enough to cause 
some inquiries to made as to its 
history. After carefulconsideration it strikes 
one that the marked article in question is 
likely to turn out a boomerang, and in its re- 
turn movement may do serious damage to the 
thrower of the missile, while those at whom 
it was aimed have escaped comparatively un- 
scathed. Anything manipulated by parties 
who 3 claim the honor of the at- 
tempt at the deception mentioned cannot be 
safely vouched for, but fortunately not being 
compelled to rely upon their statements alone 
it is safe to suppose that the information re- 
ceived is not far from the truth, much nearer, 
indeed, than the circus show-bill or even the 
sworn statement of the circulation of a New 
York dailv. 

It appears that the noted Brooklyn divine, 
for the sake of a liberal sum (claimed to be 
$5,000 a year) with which to augment his al- 
ready large salary, has perhaps unwittingly 
placed himself in the hands of some schem- 
ers, who, while they probably do not dictate 
what the Dr. shall write for’a sermon or take 
for his subject, after they have been written 
do as they please about making them public. 

The power for good that those sermons 
possess must be greatly lessened by the 
knowledge of such kind of trafficking in 
them. A short time ago they sent out copies 
of asermon purporting to have been preached 
by Dr. Talmage on a certain Sabbath, when 
it transpired afterwards that the celebrated 
divine was ill or out of town that Sunday and 
did not preach at all! It is doubtful if one in 
a hundred of the papers which published that 
sermon were ever informed by the enterpris- 
ing speculators in theology that the sermon 
in question was never preached! 

It is of course possible that Dr. Talmage 
did write the sermon, so that in that case no 
one was materially injured by the deception. 
But the question arises, What guaranty ean 
the public have that any of the alleged ser- 
mons of Dr. Talmage have ever been preached 
by him? It is even possible that when these 
men who are said to pay Dr. Talmage the 
large sum mentioned found* they were not 
to have asernion from him that week they 
called on the Rt.-Rev. Maj. Smitn, as a New 
York correspondent recently dubbed the 
venerable President of the American Press 
Association, and gave him the opportunity to 
evolve a sermon which they could send out 
as preached by Dr. Talmage. But they went 
still further in the latter case, and unblush- 
ingly ciaim to have produced a bogus sermon, 
and tohave attached Dr. Talmage’s name 
thereto, for the ostensible purpose of playing 
a practical joke. As a joke it was an appar- 
ent success, and as the sermon was as good 
or better than any the doctor preaches, no 
one can this case claim to be damaged 
thereby. They can only feel chagrined at the 
deception practiced upon them. They will
